first annual convention of th e W oman's 
Christian Tem perance union yesterday. 


Total Abstinence w ere then introduced 
and Mrs. Leonora Lake spoke briefly, 
expressing sym pathy and co-operation 
w ith the m ovem ent. 
In the evening the Music H all was 
again crowded. 
Ten m inute addresses 
of welcome were made by many promi­ 
nent members of the order. 
Th* day’s 
proceedings closed w ith music and the 
benediction.

Discovery of Skeletons Revive a Story 
of an Elopem ent.

MISS FRANCES E . W ILLARD. 
The feature of th e day w as of course 
th e annual address, delivered by Miss 
Frances E. W illard, president of th e 
union. 
Miss W illard began her address w ith 
a review of the history of the organiza­ 
tion, th e progress of tem perance and 
purity, and showed th a t they all have 
moved forw ard during th e last tw enty 
years by leaps and bounds u ntil th e 
h ab it of to tal abstinence is everyw here 
respected. 
The effect has been felt in 
num erous ways. 
The age of consent 
of parents has been raised in all E n ­ 
glish speaking countries till th e aver­ 
age is now 16 years instead of IO. 
F orty years ago th ere w ere b u t seven 
vocations open to women, w hile to-day 
hardly th a t m any are closed. 
The 
pope’s representative in America has 
indorsed the rig h t of bishops to ex­ 
clude liquor dealers for communion. 
She rejoiced a t Lady H enry Som erset’s 
crusade and th e defeat of Col. Breck­ 
inridge of Pollard fam e 
and said 
‘•white life for tw o” can alone make 
th e home happy. 
The appointm ent of 
m atronly wom en on every police force 
w as urged as a sure m ethod of m ini­ 
m izing the degradation of th e night 
side of life in the m unicipality. 
“ I have not turned populist," said 
Miss W illard, “though I hope th a t 
populist and prohibitionists may be 
agreed and w alk together before long; 
I am a teeto taller and expect to be one 
alw ays. 
I am opposed to lynching a t 
any tim e and in any place, and w hether 
the person lynched is black, brow n or 
w hite, I believe his taking off to be a 
crim e against n atu re and against God. 
It is my earnest desire and purpose to 
extend th e w ork of organizing local 
W om an's C hristian Tem perance unions 
in th e south.” 
I t w as m aintained th a t the call for 
com pulsory arb itratio n resulting from 
th e Pullm an strike, will, if it is but 
heeded, be w orth to this country all 
th a t th e strike cost financially and 
every 
other way. 
It 
is 
idle to 
ta lk of personal liberty. 
The day is 
long gone w hen th a t slogan could rally 
a corporal’s guard am ong th e intelli­ 
g en t and thoughtful. 
The trend of 
socialistic thought, w hich m akes the 
good of th e com m unity the prim e 
factor in governm ent, has so far out­ 
ranked the unbridled action of the in­ 
dividual th a t in England no one is al­ 
lowed to build a wooden house, nor is 
such perm ission granted in this coun­ 
try w ithin th e fire lim its of our g reat 
cities. 
In Germany, to cut down a 
tree is an offense against the state; 
perm ission m ust first be secured, be­ 
cause th e value of trees as a whole is 
g reater to th e people th an the interest 
of any one person in any one tree. 
The annual report of Mrs. Helen M. 
B arker, treasurer, 
showed receipts: 
Dues, $14,704.90; oth er contributions, 
$11,414.26. Total, $26,019.25. Disburse­ 
m ents, $20,338.07. Balance in treasury, 
$5,681.18. 
There are no outstanding 
bills. 
A rising vote of thanks was tendered 
to T reasurer Helen M. B arker and her 
re p o rt w as unanim ously adopted. 
The report of the 
corresponding 
secretary stated th a t w hile nearly all 
churches, m issionary and charitable 
society m ourn a deficient in finance 
and th e consequent crippling of th eir 
w ork th e W oman’s Christion Tem per­ 
ance union comes to its annual m eet­ 
ing w ith increased m em bership, every 
bill paid and a m ore com fortable b al­ 
ance in the treasury th an any previous 
y ear has shown.

GEN. WEI’S HEAD CUT OFF. 


H e F orgot to be B rave In th e Presence 
of Japanese a t Ping Tang. 
L ondon, N ov. 17.—A special dispatch 
from Shanghai says th a t Gen. Wei, 
one of th e Chinese com m anders a t the 
b attle of Ping Yang, w here th e Chi­ 
nese w ere u tterly defeated w ith heavy 
loss, w as beheaded to-day for cow ard­ 
ice during th e engagem ent. 
Y okohama, N ov. 17.—Dispatches re­ 
ceived here from the headquarters of 
th e Japanese arm y operating against 
P o rt A rthur say th a t Field M arshal 
Oyama w as expected to attack th a t 
place yesterday or to-day. 
The Chi­ 
nese force defending P o rt A rthur is 
estim ated to am ount to 16,000 men of 
all arms.

HEROISM OF A YOUNG 
GIRL. 


Many 
Maud 
Lives Saved by 16-Year-Old 
Scherm erhorn. 
W ich ita, K an., Nov. 17.—The P at­ 
terson house, th e leading hotel of 
H arper, was burned to the ground a t 4 
o'clock yesterday m orning, and only 
through the heroism of Maud Scherm­ 
erhorn, a dining room girl 16 years 
old, was appalling loss of life averted. 
She was asleep w ith another dining 
room girl when the alarm was given. 
H er 
companion 
fainted and 
Miss 
Scherm erhorn dragged her from the 
building. 
Then she rushed upstairs, 
pounding on every door and sounding 
the alarm . The smoke w as suffocating 
and finally became unbearable, and 
on her hands and knees she craw led 
through the rest of the house calling 
th e slum bering guests, until finally 
she sank exhausted by the loss of 
blood and the pain of her burns a t the 
door of the last room. 
Fortunately 
there w as a man in the room a t the 
door of which Maud Scherm erhorn had 
swooned, and as he ran out he tripped 
over th e insensible girl, and picking 
her up carried her to a place of safety. 
Fifteen m inutes later the house was 
entirely enveloped in flames, and but 
for the bravery and presence of mind 
of th e young heroine there would 
doubtless have been much loss of life.

17.—Riotous 
mobs occupied th e streets all day yes­ 
terday. 
President Moraes is in con 
tinual consultation w ith the chief ot 
police and officers of the arm y and 
navy. 
More th an tw enty have been 
killed and over tw o hundred wounded 
in the fights here between soldiers and 
sailors. 


Plans for B elgian W orkingm en. 

17.—In the cham bei 
of deputies M. de Burlet, th e prim e 
m inister, introduced a num ber of bills 
for the im provem ent of the condition 
of the workingm en.

N ew Y ork, N ov. 17.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.'s weekly review of trade says: “ In 
nearly a ll branches of business gradual 
im provem ent appears, and the hopeful 
feeling observed last week continues. 
It w ill take tim e to lift business from 
its depression and the progress made, 
if less th an the sanguine expected, is 
a t least encouraging. 
The decision to 
offer $50,000,000 bonds for replenish­ 
m ent of treasury reserve w as by 
bankers generally approved. I t is gen­ 
erally assumed th a t the bonds w ill be 
taken a t once. 
The reported im porta­ 
tion of gold from London w ith a loss 
on its face of $7,500 a t the present ex­ 
change rates is presum ably m eant to 
affect bond subscriptions. 
There have 
been already some w ithdraw als of gold 
from th e treasury by redem ption of 
notes to m ake paym ents for bonds, 
and goods ra th e r than gold are likely 
to come from Europe. 
“ Resumption of work and increase 
of w orking tim e have been more con­ 
spicuous in the cotton industry than in 
others, b u t no increased dem and for 
goods appears. 
For finished products 
of iron th e dem and is on the whole 
narrow er. 
At the w est th ere w as a 
little im provem ent. 
M anufacturers of 
woolens have good orders for this tim e 
of the year, many still running m ainly 
on such goods, but there is a general 
failure of supplem ental 
orders for 
spring goods. 
‘Sales of wool are again sm aller 
th an last year. 
Speculative m arkets 
have been stim ulated in p art by the 
call for bonds and w heat has advanced 
one and a half cents, and com one and 
a half cents, and cotton a sixteenth.

7,871,671 
bushels, 
against

year, 
but 
A tlantic

ports in tw o weeks have been only

a t less th an 50 cents,

th a t the average for all exports was 
only 50.8 against 68.5 last year. 
Com 
receipts have been less than half of 
last year's, w ith exports insignificant. 
The cotton m ovem ent continues large, 
but sales were made a t only 5.56 cents 
for tw o da3's here, and a t such prices 
profits are poor. 
“ The failures of the week have been 
270 in the United States, against 232 
last year, and 38 in Canada against 3G 
last year.”

JAPAN GAINS POINTS. 


New T reaty Ie P ractically R eady 
foe 
Ie Practically 
R at lUcatlon. 
a 
W a sh in g to n , Nov. 17.—W hile th e 
tw o subjects may not be directly con­ 
nected. it is, nevertheless, a note­ 
w orthy fact th e negotiations betw een 
th e Japanese m inister and the secre* 
ta ry of state for a new am ity and com* 
merce treaty betw een the tw o coon-* 
tries w ill be consum m ated by the tim e 
Japan m akes its reply to th e m ediation 
question. 
Every essential difference 
betw een Secretary Gresham and M inis­ 
ter K urino regarding the term s of the 
treaty has been agreed upon. 
I t is 
only a m atter now of detail, especially 
in regard to tariff rates. ; S tate and 
treasury departm ent officials have been 
in consultation for several days p sst 
for the purpose of determ ining th e ss 
rates, and it is understood an agree­ 
m ent has been reached which w ill b s 
acceptable to the Japanese m inister. 
The treaty w ill of course still require 
ratification by th e U nited S tates sen­ 
ate and the Japanese congress, b vt 
w ith the exception of a few m inor d e­ 
tails th e necessary work prelim inary 
to ratification has been practically 
finished.

Heavy Losses in K entucky. 
H o pk insville, Ky., Nov. 17.—The 
forests around N orthville, a station 
east of this city, caught fire yesterday 
m orning. 
A large force of men were 
a t w ork all day fighting the flames and 
try in g to suppress them , but as fast as 
they were extinguished in one plfi^e 
The 
large trac ts of tim ber in the northern 
portion of this county are reported on 
fire also, and there is little w ater con­ 
venient for use. 
The losses w ill be 
immense. 


O ver SS00,000 W orth o f P roperty 


stray ed —Incendiarism Suspected. 
W in n ipeg, Man.. Nov. 17.—W innipeg 
had a serious baptism of fire between 
m idnight and 6 o'clock, no less than 
five alarm s having been turned in 
for different fires. 
The W estern Can­ 
ada block, 
corner of Main street 
and Portage avenue, was destroyed, 
and the stores underneath, occupied 
by W right Bros. «fc M itchell, druggist, 
w ere burned out. 
Loss, $85,000. The 
Grand Union hotel, on Princess street, 
was swept out of existence, in addi­ 
tion to several stores and houses ad­ 
joining. 
The fire then crossed th e 
street and consumed th e large w are­ 
house of M errick, Anderson & Co., 
w hich was filled w ith valuable stock. 
The loss in this connection w ill ex­ 
ceed $125,000. 
This fire is supposed to 
have been started by incendiaries. 


DEEP WATER FOR GALVESTON. 


C ourt Asked to Prevent D ischarge 


th e Receiver* of a Railroad. 
Om ah a, Neb., Nov. IT.—Papers were 
prepared yesterday in a unique case to 
be filed in the Federal court, th# object 
of which is to establish the principle 
th a t no employe connected w ith a rail­ 
road in the control of receivers can be 
discharged w ithout good and sufficient 
reason. 
The case selected for the test 
is th a t in w hich George Miller, a Union 
Pacific clerk, was discharged for al­ 
leged trivial cause by the general yard- 
master. 
.Judge Dundy, in his recent 
conference w ith Union 
Pacific em­ 
ployes on th e question of salary, in­ 
tim ated th a t to a reasonable degree 
they would be protected in the security 
of th e ir positions and is believed to 
have laid down quite broadly the 
principle th a t civil service rules would 
appertain in a general way to their 
work.
